FBI Arrests 2 As Soviet Spies 


SARKAS 0. PASKALIAN 


Arrested U New Y«rk 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


distant, Lebanese-born cousins 
face court hearings in New York 
and Baltimore next month on 
espionage-related charges. 


Tire arrests Friday of Sarkas 


0. Paskalian, 36, a New York 
City jeweler, and Sahag K. 
Dedeyan, 41, a mathematician 
from the Washington suburb of 
Roekville, Md., marked the first 
Soviet spying case brought in 
this country since 1973. 


Paskalian, a resident alien 


said by authorities to have been 
recruited by Soviet intelligence 
agents in Armenia in 1962, was 
charged with conspiracy to 
gather 
classified 
national 


defense information to aid a 
foreign country. The charge 
carries a maximum penalty of 
death upon conviction. 


Dedeyan, 
a 
naturalized 


American citizen who held a 
top-secret government security 
clearance, was charged with 
failing to report the illegal pho- 


tographing of national defense 
information. If convicted, he 
could draw 10 years' imprison- 
ment and a $10,000 fine. 


Paskalian was taken before 


U.S. Magistrate Vincent Catog- 
gio in Brooklyn, who set bail at 
§100,000 and assigned him a 
court-provided lawyer. The sus- 
pect, unable to raise the bail, 
was 
jailed 
to 
await 
a 


preliminary hearing July 7. 


Dedeyan was freed to await a 


hearing in Baltimore July 3 


after he posted 10 per cent of a 
$20,000 bond. He sought to have 
free counsel appointed for him, 
but U.S. Magistrate Clarence 
Goetz turned him down after 
noting he had listed assets of 
$82,000. 


Authorities said grand juries 


in Baltimore and New York 
would 
consider 
the 
cases 


separately. 


An FBI statement submitted 


in the case said Paskalian in 


1973 
took photographs of 70 


pages of a top-secret study 
"Vulnerability Analysis: U.S. 
Reinforcement of NATO" that 
Dedeyan had written while 
employed 
at 
the 
Applied 


Physics Laboratory of Johns 
Hopkins University in Silver 
Spring, Md. 


The FBI said Dedeyan has 


acknowledged he discussed the 
NATO report with Paskalian 
and permitted him to examine 
it. They said Dedeyan later 


learned that his cousin had 
photographed the study but 
agreed to keep quiet. 


Friday's arrests marked the' 


first Soviet spying case to be 
brought in this country since

PINE RIDGE, S.D. (AP) - 


The FBI says its search for the 
slayers of two FBI agents is still 
centered on the sprawling Pine 
Ridge Indian Reservation that 
has been beset by shootings, 
beatings and killings. 


"There is nothing to indicate 


that the persons have left the 
reservation," FBI spoksman 
Thomas Coll said Friday. "Until 
we are positive that they are not 
here, we will continue the 
search." 


About 200 agents are combing 


-the rugged hills and ravines of 
the nation's second largest 
reservation, 
using 
armored 


personnel carriers, a helicopter 
and a light plane. 


Coll, 
public 
information 


specialist for the FBI, said the 
bureau has not identified the 
persons it is seeking, but he said 
there are believed to be 16 of 
them. 


Meanwhile, a spokesman for 


the 
Wounded 
Knee Legal 


Defense Fund in Rapid City and 
American Indian Movement 
Leader Russell Means charged 
that the FBI had provoked the 
shootings by killing an Indian. 
The legal fund spokesman said 
he fears the federal search will. 
result in the random arrest of 
Indians! 


The two slain agents, Jack R. 


Coler and Ronald A. Williams, 
both 28, were shot Thursday 
when they approached a group 
of reservation buildings to serve 
arrest warrants on four Indians. 
The enclave had trenches dug 
around it. 


Coll admitted the search could 


• be long and arduous, but he 
said, "We will continue the 
investigation as long as is 
necessary to find the persons 
involved in the shootings." 


The search is hampered by 


the harsh terrain of the huge 
reservation, which covers a 
section of South Dakota's south- 
west corner 50 miles wide and 
100 miles long. The landscape is 
(lotted with abandoned struc- 
tures, 
dry creekbeds 
and 


towering, tree-shrouded hills 
well suited to hiding. 


The Sioux reservation has 


been the scene of much violence 
since the takeover of Wounded 
Knee — a hamlet 12 miles from 
the site of Thursday's shooting 
— by Indian militants in 1973. 
Two Indians were killed in sub- 
. sequent firefights with federal 
agents. 


The occupation split 
the 


reservation into two factions, 
one supporting AIM and the 
other backing the elected tribal 
goverment heded by Tribal 
President Richard Wilson. 


Eight Indians have died in 


violence on the reservation this 
year. 


The FBI said Coler and 


Williams had driven to a reser- 
vation house to serve the arrest 


warrants in connection with an 
alleged kidnaping. 


When the agents arrived, 


"Someone opened fire on them. 
They were apparently wound- 
ed," an FBI spokesman said. He 
said one of the agents managed 
to radio for help. Then "they 
were dragged from the car, and

with about 15 percent of the vote. So 
who is running Portugal? The com- 
munists, in fact if not in name. 


In other words, the election meant 


nothing. The officials who were in 
control of the government before the 
election — including a number of 
communist ministers — are still in 
control.

Madame Gandhi 
Becomes A Jailer 


Though censorship renders it dif- 


ficult for an outsider to sift the wheat 
from the chaff, reports coming out of 
'India strongly suggest the political pot 
.in that subcontinent may be ready to 
;pop its lid. 


Indira Gandhi, the prime minister 
;since 1966, if nothing else, is swelter- 
ing in the overheated kitchen which 
•;Harry Truman made famous by his 
;advice on how to cope with such an 
atmosphere. 


Mme. Gandhi has imposed the cen- 


sorship and clapped several hundred 
.other more vocal critics, including a 
few members from her inner circle, 
•into jail on charges they are fomenting 
insurrection. 


:-••;• Two weeks ago a trial judge found 
Jier guilty of breaking India's corrupt 
practices act. He centered his opinion 
on the complaint that she used 
government officials to electioneer in 
!her campaign for re-election 
to 


'parliament. One of the critics now in 
jail is the opposition candidate whom 
she swamped by an overwhelming 
margin. The loser instigated the 
semi-criminal complaint. 


The trial court suspended the man- 


datory sentence of being ousted from 
office so she could appeaVhe decision 
to the nation's supreme court. 


The court is in recess until mid-July, 


but one of its members ruled she could 
stay in office until the full court con- 
venes. This stay of execution gets 
around a 20-day appeal period which, 
if the losing party fails to follow to the 
letter absolutely, forecloses him. 


Mme. Gandhi's opposition which 


covers a wide spectrum of political 
viewpoints immediately united follow- 
ing the trial court's decision to' force 
.'her to resign. 


.A few days ago she applied an 
emergency decree issued in 1971 dur- 
ing the short, successful war against 
Pakistan and never cancelled to hustle 


those dissidents off to jail. 


As the daughter of Jawaharlal 


Nehru and the daughter-in-law of 
Mahatma Gandhi, whose peaceful civil 
disobedience demonstration finally 
forced the British to give up India as a 
losing proposition in 1947, Indira 
Gandhi has enjoyed a reverence from 
the average Indian, which has been 
ineffectual to steer the country toward 
nationhood in the full sense of the 
term. 


The military victory against Pakis- 


tan put her pre-eminence at a peak, 
and for a while it instilled an overall 
pride within her countrymen exceed- 
ing even that inspired by the Mahat- 
ma. 


In the four years following, it has 


been a downhill progression as it has 
grown increasingly apparent that her 
version of a New Deal for India is 
failing. 


This has encouraged a multi-faceted 


opposition to her policies. 


Decisive as is her borrowing the 


British tactic to muzzle her predeces- 
sors, the question is whether it will 
work. 


The answer depends on two factors. 
One is the Indian army, the only 


cohesive force in the country. Its 
loyalty is vital to her position. 


The other is the civilian reaction. 
If the populace accepts her rationale 


that she is using the emergency decree 
to save India and its government, this 
would be more effective than the army 
standing fast. 


If, however, the people rate her ac- 


tion as a politician's desperate move to 
save her job at any cost, the opposition 
will wear her down as it did Nehru and 
the Mahatma before her. 


The real penalty .from the second 


alternative is not Mme Gandhi. It is 
the disunity that frustrates any 
country it strikes. 


For our money, Mme Gandhi leaped 


before she looked; 


Reasonable Proposal 


Tn'at the basic system of checks and 


balances has remained largely intact 
and functioning after nearly 200 years 
of strain and change is testimony to 
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the brilliant foresight of the founding 
fathers of the Republic. But if the 
framers of that foundation were to re- 
turn today to review their handiwork, 
they might have some suggestions to 
improve its. performance. 


One of the areas they might view 


differently is the safeguard against 
political interference they built into 
the judiciary. The basic idea of in- 
sulating judges from political in- 
terference remains sound, as far as it 
goes. 


In providing for lifetime appoint- 


ments to the bench, the framers of the 
Constitution could not foresee the 
growth, in importance of the judiciary, 
the stretch of official duties far beyond 
those required to pass on the constitu- 
tionality of the law — and the pos- 
sibility that conditions might arise 
other than malfeasance 
or mis- 


feasance in office which would require 
removal of a jurist from office. 


A "Judicial Tenure Act," S.B. 110, 


has been submitted to the Senate 
which would provide the mechanism 
for removal of a federal judge for 
reasons of misconduct or disability. 
The final decision in such cases would 
remain 
within 
the 
judiciary, 


specifically the Judicial Conference of 
the United States, under the proposed 
act. 


It is nothing more than a recognition 


,that no man is perfect and even judges 
need a peer review of their perfor- 
mances.

Ford In Search 


Of Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON - It is clear 


to almost everyone except 
President Ford and Secretary of 
State Kissinger that the world 
has changed. 


The radical, and perhaps 


irreversible nature of the 
change has been highlighted by 
our defeats in Vietnam, Cam- 
bodia and Laos, the shift in 
world power demonstrated by 
the Arab oil embargo and the 
Soviet military - missile buildup 
— and by the emergence of an 
isolationist Congress. 


Yet, except for some all-is- 


well lip service to our existing 
treaties and our allies, and a 
fleeting Kissinger reference to 
the necessity of limiting our fu- 
ture commitments to govern- 
ments which have the backing 
of the people and are responsi- 
ble to their interests, neither 
Mr. Ford nor surrogate Kis- 
singer seem to have recognized 
the changes which have taken 
place. 


Mr. Ford inherited a stack of 


defense treaties and unders- 
tandings from past administra- 
tions. A sizable number require, 
or seem to require, the United 
States to defend one or another 
invaded ally with arms, money 
and U.S. troops. 


The wisdom of some of these 


treaties has been brought into 
question. 


The willingness of Congress to 


allow these commitments to be 
honored effectively is now also 
in doubt. 


Mr. Ford has, as noted above, 


reassured our allies in public 
and private talks. But he has not 
explored with Congress what it 
is willing to do. Nor with the 
Pentagon on what it can do. 


Mr. Ford has not redefined 


nor clarified our commitments. 
We live in a fog of uncertainty 
which could lead to disaster. 


That is not all. We do not 


know Mr. Ford's Soviet policy. 
Detente is a hope. It means all 


things to all men. 


I know of no one in this 


government who can explain to 
me in anything but meaningless 
generalities our policy toward 
China. Or Formosa. Or India. 
Or Thailand. Or South Korea. 
Or Bangladesh. Or Laos. Or 
Cambodia. Or Vietnam. Or the 
Philippines. 
. 


We have most certainly no 


policy on Latin America. For 
that matter, we haven't had 
once since the Monroe Doctrine, 
though there have been beau- 
tiful, if empty, statements from 
time to time by one president or 
another. Witness the "Alliance 
for Progress." 


The President's weak foreign 


policy can be traced back to Mr. 
Ford himself. It is true he has 
been hamstrung more than once 
by a negative Congress. But he 
has consistently failed to put a 
halter, on Dr. Kissinger, an 
irrepressible dilettante who 
does not do his homework. And 
two decades in Congress ap- 
parently did not give Mr. Ford 
the background or confidence to 
run his own show. 


This last is his most severe 


handicap. 


For there is no way out. An 


American president must be his 
own Secretary of State. 


He can, and should, have a 


working secretary to give ad- 
vice and to carry out his will 
efficiently. 


He must have a personal ad- 


Viscr in the White House to act 
as gadfly and sounding board. 
And to do his personal research, 
run the National Security Coun- 
cil working group and oversee 
v 


the Central Intelligence Agency 
in detail. 


But in the end, as almost 


every occupant of the White 
House has known, or learned to 
his sorrow, the president him- 
self must take command. 


This, Mr. Ford has not done 


— except on occasion.

Over; We Lost 


On May 31, Nobel Laureate 


Aleksandr 
Solzhenitsyn 


published a solemn warning ac- 
companied by a striking his- 
torial analysis in the French 
newspaper Le Monde. 


So far as I can tell, it went 


untranslated and unnoticed here 
for almost a month — a strange 
fact, considering that Solzhenit- - 
syn is an international presence. 
Then National Review published 
most of his piece, and the Wall 
Street Journal printed a few ex- 
cerpts 
from 
this version. 


Finally, the N.Y. Times printed 
it. 


I concede that I know a good 


many Americans intellectuals 
who 
are 
impatient 
with 


Solzhenitsyn. He is very, very 
Russian, 
a sort of Boris 


Godunov. Though he speaks 
frequently to the West, the core 
of his thought is addressed 
specifically to the Russians and 
their future, and there he seems 
little chance for democracy — 
though he is strongly anti-to- 
talitarian — and stresses the 
need for a spiritual revival in 
Russia through Orthodox Chris- 
tianity. A sense of humor, 
moreover, is not his strong suit. 


Nevertheless, like much of his 


other 
writings, 
his 
latest 


statement reverberates in the 
mind. It is not at all easily dis- 
missed. Solzhenitsyn thinks 
World War HI has been fought 
by the West — and lost. I will 
quote as much of his own prose 
as space permits. 


Solzhenitsyn begins by oting 


that, after the Second World 
War, everyone in the West 
feared the outbreak of a Third. 
"How many concessions, how 
many sacrifices 
have been 


made in order to avoid it! But 
there are not many who realize, 
and who have the courage to 
admit, that the Third World 
War has already taken place — 
and that the free world has 
irremediably lost it. 


"The victorious nations have 


transformed themselves into 
the vanquished, having totally 
ceded 
more countries and 


peoples than have ever been 
ceded in any surrender, in any ' 
war in human history. And that 
is why It is not speaking me- 
taphorically to say: the Third 
World War hM taken pl»ce and 
aoWenU. 


has ended in defeat... And as it 
ends, one might vainly rack 
one's brain to remember a case 
when, in the course of these 
thirty years, the West managed 
to stand its ground. One can say. 
that yes, it did, on three oc- 
casions that are already ancient 
history: Greece in 1947, West 
Berlin in 1948, and South Korea 
in 1950. 


"The Third World War at- 


tacks the West at its most, 
vulnerable point: the side of' 
human nature willing to make 
any concession for the sake of 
material well-being. 


"The situation as I have 


described it is clear to any 
average man in the East, from 
•Poznan to Canton. But Wes- 
terners will need agreat deal of 
strength, of resolution, to see 
and accept the evidence of the 
implacable tide of violence and 
bloodshed 
that 
has 


methodically, 
steadily, 


triumphantly, radiated out from 
a single center for nearly sixty 
years, and to local the countries 
already lined up for the next 
holocaust. 


"Of course, no one has the 


right to demand that the West 
undertake 
the 
defense 
of 


Malaysia, of Indonesia, of For- 
mosa, of the Philippines... But 
those young men who refused to 
bear the anguish of the faraway 
war in Vietnam will not have- 
time to consider that they will 
fall — not their sons but they — 
in the defense of America. 


"It is too late to worry about 


how to avoid the Third World 
War. But we must have the 
courage and clearheadedness to 
stop the Fourth. To stop it, not 
grovel on our knees." 


The "our" in Solzhenitsyn's • 


final sentence is momentous. 
This great Russian exile, this 
very Russian writer, includes 
with himself in that "our" all 
who — of whatever nationality 
— despise the Communist 
slavcocracy that has been 
spreading over the ewlh.

Neighbor, Aerial Sprayer 
Sued For Crop Damage

A Pipestone township farmer 


yesterday filed suit in Berrien 
circuit court against his neigh- 
bor and a Sodus firm which 
sprays crops with an airplane, 
claiming chemical sprays fell' 
on his orchards resulting' in a 
loss of some 5,500 bushels of 
plums. 


The plaintiff, Cyrus McClure, 


doing business as Cy-Lou farms 
at 5435 M-140 North, claims his' 
plum and apricot orchards were 
damaged when an airplane 
sprayed an adjacent corn field 
on June 3, 1974. He is asking 
$250,000.damages. 


Named 
defendants 
were 


McClure's neighbors, Walter 
and Florence Somtner, who live 
north of McClure; William 
Church, Vern Barton, and Lloyd 
Esh, doing business as Agri-Air 
Flying Service; and Marvin 
Knoll, identified as the pilot of 
the plane. 


The suit claims 600 plum 


trees, 400 young plum trees, and 
75 apricot trees were damaged 
when a chemical herbicide fell 
on them when the Sommcr's 
corn was sprnvod. nml some 


4,500 bushels of fruit were not 
marketable in 1974 because of 
the damage. The suit also 
claims the herbicide caused 
many trees not to blossom this 
year, which will result in a loss 
of about 1,000 bushels of fruit in 
1975. The suit says the damage 
will affect future growth, old 
trees will have to be removed, 
and new trees planted. 


In another suit, a Niles couple 


sued a contractor they hired to 
build a new home and a Benton 
Harbor bank, seeking $75,000 
from each. 


The plaintiffs, Kussell and 


Stella Proud, filed the suit 
against Robert L. Marlin, doing 
business as Marlin Construction 
Co., of Niles, and .Inter-City 
Bank of Benton Harbor. 


The suit claims the plaintiffs 


contracted with Marlin on 
March 1, 1974, to btUld a house 
on property the Proud's own on 
Clear Lake road, Buchanan, for 
$26,000. 


The Prowls contend the house' 


still has not been completed, 
although terms of the contract 
called for completion within six 
months, and claim a breach of 
contract The suit also charRps 


that Marlin did not become a 
licensed contractor until July 
24, and says a Niles lumber 
company obtained a lien against 
the property because of addi- 
tional expenses. 


The suit claims the plaintiffs 


got a mortgage for the house 
from ICB, and contend the bank 
breached its trust duty by pay- 
ing Marlin before checking to 
see that all work had been 
completed, that Marlin had paid 
all laborers and suppliers, and 
that no lien existed.

Indians are jobless and the 
government aid they receive is 
generally used to buy alcohol 
which is the main problem 
among the Indians. 


The group has carefully 


drawn up a program which is 
designed especially for the type 
of people they will be working 
with. "We will have to work 
slowly," Dr. Nutz said. "It is a 
lot of hard work just to get 
acquainted with these people." 
He said, he feels, however, that 
they may gain the trust of the 
adults by showing interest in 
the Indian children with a child 
evangelism program. Later on 
during the summer, they hope 
to begin programs with the 
adults. 


They will work on an in- 


dividual basis at first talking 
and working with the Indians 
daily, helping them to improve 
their living conditions, repair- 
ing their small homes and 
gaining their friendship. 


Dr. Nutz said they hope to 


rehabilitate some of the men 
from drinking. In Ihcir daily 
conversations with the Indians, 
the group plans to witness and 
tell the Indians of the salvation 
through Jesus Christ. They will 
help the permanent missionary 
there as much as possible.

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U.S. Makes Korean Offer EARLY WEEK BUYS 


UNITED NATION'S, N.Y. 


(AP) - The United States says 
it would agree to an end to the 
U.N. command in South Korea 
by next Jan. 1 if China and 
North Korea agreed to a con- 
tinuation of the 1953 cease-fire 
that ended the Korean war and 
left Korea divided. 


Under the offer, made Friday 


in a note to the U.N. Security 
Council, the U.N. command 
under U.S. officers would be 
replaced 
by 
a 
force 
of 


Americans and South Koreans. 
The 38.COO.U.S. troops in South 
Korea would remain because 
they are covered by a separate 
1954 
agreement with South' 


Korea. 


U.S. officials hope to end an- 


nual proposals from Communist 
and nonaligned countries for a 
General Assembly resolution 
calling for dissolution of the 
U.N. 
command 
or 
for 


withdrawal of foreign troops in 
Korea under the U.N. flag. Such 


proposals 
have had 
near- 


majority support in the last two 
assembly sessions. 


Both Washington and Seoul 


have argued that the status of 
the armistice agreement which 
ended the 1950-1953 Korean War 
would be' questionable if the 
U.N. command — a party to the 
agreement — were dissolved. 


The American note called for 


formal consent to the proposal 
by North Korea and China — 
which also signed the July 27, 
1953, agreement. 


In Washington, State Depart- 


ment spokesman Robert Ander- 
son said the United States has 
always been willing to see the 
U.N. 
command in Korea dis- 


mantled as long as a substitute 
mechanism was provided for 
maintaining the peace. 


Tensions have been high 


along the demilitarized zone 
between North and South Korea 
since the Communist victories 


in Indochina. South Koreans 
fear the Communists may try to 
invade across DMZ to test 
America's willingness to defend 
another Asian ally in the wake 
.of setbacks in Vietnam and 
Cambodia. 


A week ago, the South Korean 


government put all government 


employes on alert for the first 
time since the Korean war. The 
alert was intensified Tuesday, 
on the eve of the 25th anniver- 
sary of the outbreak of war, and 
at least one fifth of all federal 
employes were required to be at 
their job stations around the 
clock.

There are more than 700 Britons left in Uganda 13 years after 


the territory became independent of British rule. Most are mis- 
sionaries, teachers and businessmen, about half of them in 
Kampala, the capital, and Entebbe, a former colonial capital on 
Lake Victoria. The rest are scattered in remote settlements 
across the country1. 


Many, especially the missionaries and teachers, stay because of 


a personal commitment to help the less fortunate, no matter what 
the difficulties. 


Some stay because they were born to the life and know no other, 


or because they have married Africans. 


Some are bankers and engineers still supplying the foreign 


expertise that most Ugandans lack — and Amin says he can do 
without.

' Few of the oU colonialists are left. The tea planters, symbolic 
of the white settlers in shorts and knee length socks, were 
expelled in 1973.

guine is Operation Action U.P., 
a group of business and civic 
leaders dedicated to economic 
development. Some contractors, 
labor leaders and veterans also 
support bringing Sanguine to 
-Michigan. 


Iron Mountain attorney David 


Luri, who heads the opposition, 
Upper Peninsula Citizens Con- 
cerned About Sanguine, says 
there are conflicting reports 
over how much Sanguine would 
boost the local economy. 


"You just can't get a grasp

men turned up at the service 
entrance to the plush Avenue 
Foch apartment of Rita Sher- 
man-Steinberg, 54, of New 
York, whom friends identified 
as the former wife of Charles 
Lachman, cofounder of the 
Revlon cosmetics empire. 


The four rang the sen-ice en- 


trance bell, identified them- 
selves as delivery boys, and 
were allowed to enter the build- 
ing, carrying their basket of 
flowers io Mrs. Sherman-Stein- 
berg's apartment. 


There they burst in on the 


maidand tied her ap. They 
found Mrs. Sherman-Steinberg 
asleep and bound her and her 
friend, Shirley Preissman, also 
of New York. 


After shutting 
the three 


women in a small room, the 
robbers located the jewelry and 
"several hundred 
thousand 


dollars in cash" in various cup- 
boards throughout the apart- 
ment and escaped. 


The women were found two 


hours later by Mrs. Sherman- 
Steinberg's chauffeur. 


Police said the stolen jewelry 


included a 38-carat diamond 
valued at $1 million and a 
turquoise and diamond necklace 
valued at $500,000. They said 
most of the stolen jewels were 
insured. • 


Investigators said Mrs. Sher- 


man-Steinberg had been wear- 
ing the jewelry at a party 
Thursday night and had not had 
time to return it to the bank 
before the raiders struck. They 
said the robbery may have been 
improvised soon after she was 
seen wearing the jewelry. 


Mrs. 
Sherman-Steinberg 


refused to confirm the police 
estimate of the value of the 
jewelry or to give details of the 
robbery. She said it would be

The largest jewel theft on 


record occurred on November 
II, 1M, in Freetown, Sierra 
Leone, when an armed gang

Mrs. Howard B. Johnson, wife 
of the American restaurant and 
hotel magnate, lost jewelry 
valued at $250,009 from her 
apartment in the Eden Roc Ho- 
tel at Antibes.

stolen until she returned to the 
United States.

sidering sites near Millis Air 
Force Base in Nevada, and at 
the military's White Sands test- 
ing grounds in New Mexico.

the Upper Peninsula, a scenic 
land of lakes and forest with 
only 300,00(1 residents scattered 
over an area twice the size of' 
Massachusetts. 


Testing of equipment is slated 


next year at Millis or White 
Sands and Pentagon sources say 
a high-level committee will seek 
to select Sanguine's site at that 
time.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) —College students are entitled to 


the same rights to privacy in their dormitory rooms as any adult 
in a private home, according to U.S. District Judge Nod P. Fox. 


The ruling came Friday in a suit against officials of Grand 


Valley State Colleges (GVSC) at Allendale by two students facing 
suspension for marijuana possession. The students contended, 
their dorm room was searched illegally by college officials. 


Judge Fox ruled that school officials acted without constitu- 


tional authority in the 1974 raid. 


A student's interest in the privacy of his room is at the core of 


the l#h Amendment's protection against illegal entry, the federal 
judge said. He said a search warrant is needed in any such, 
enforcement procedures as used in the Grand Valley Colleges 
case. 


School officials said they had authority to search dorm rooms if 


"college officials have reasonable cause to believe" that students 
are violating laws or college regulations. 


Fox said the suspensions a college disciplinary committee had 


ordered for the two students were "harsher punishment than 
either a stale or Federal Court would impose for a first time 
offense of simple possession of marijuana." 


Arthur Hill, GVSC vice president, said no appeal would be 


made. He said the school would comply with toe decision which 
also called for college charges against the two students, Charles 
C. Smyth and Greg Smith, to be dropped. No criminal charges 
had been brought against the pair.

scene of the shooting told him 
the agents walked into the house 
and pushed around the Indians 
inside. A scuffle ensued and an 
agent drew a gun and shot the 
Indian, Means added. 


One of the house's occupants 


— identified as Joe Roberts, 20, 
by a Seattle woman who said 
she was his sister — also was 
shot 
to death, during an 


exchange of gunfire between 
occupants of the house and FBI 
agents and Bureau of Indian 
Affairs officers who rushed to 
the scene after Williams and 
Coler were slain, officers said. 
However, an AIM spokesman 
said the dead man's name was 
Little Joe Killsright, 18, an In- 
dian from the reservation. 


Agents said the dead Indian 


was wearing a flak jacket taken 
from one of the dead agents 
when his body was found. 


A BIA official told The As- 


sociated Press on Friday night 
that at least two negotiating 
sessions were held after the 
agents were shot and before the 
persons in the house escaped. 


The BIA official, who asked 


not to be identified, said a 
woman lawyer spent nearly one 
hour with an estimated 16 male 
Indians and eight women and 
children who were in the house 
at the time. It was believed the 
women 
and 
children were 


families of men hi the house and 
the attorney was negotiating for 
their removal from the house. 


The BIA official said she re- 


turned from the house "frus- 
trated and crying." He said 
Pine Ridge acting Supt. Kendall 
Cumming also entered the 
house unarmed in attempt at 
negotiating with the Indians. 


The official said several hours 


of gunfire followed the negotia- 
tion breakdown before the oc- 
cupants of the house slipped 


away under the cover of night 
through a deep ravine behind 
the house. 


The BIA official said that 


during the negotiations federal 
agents were fired upon but the 
agents did not return the fire. 


The FBI spokesman said one 


of the four Indians sought on the 
arrest warrants, Teddy Paul 
Fourier, was arrested Thursday 
at his home, away from the 
shooting. Agents declined to say 
whether any of the other three 
were present at the shooting.

1970, when the city and unions 
representing its police and 
firemen entered into new labor 
negotiations. When they failed, 
the unions began arbitration 
proceedings under the state ar- 
bitration 
law 
for 
public 


employes. 


While each union chose a 


delegate to the arbitration 
panels, the city refused to name 
delegates. 
The 
Michigan 


Employment Relations Com- 
mission appointed two "arbi- 
trator-chairmen" of the panels. 


Each 
two-member 
panel 


reached decisions in the dis- 
putes, but the city refused to 
comply with them. Upon the 
unions filing suit, the circuit 
court and the Court of Appeals 
upheld 
enforcment 
of 
the 


decisions. 


/The city appealed the ruling, 


challenging the constitutionality 
of the state law. It argued the 
panel can decide major ques- 
tions of public policy which 
should be left to legislative 
bodies. 


Two justices found the act 


unconstitutional, 
but 
would 


have applied their ruling to fu- 
ture cases to avoid disturbing 
labor settlements now in effect. 
Two other justices found the act 
constitutional. 


All four agreed that in the 


Dearborn case specifically: 


—The law does not unconsti- 


tutionally divest cities of their 
constitutional powers, and the 
legislature can provide for 
resolution of labor disputes in- 
volving public employes. 


—The law does not surrender 


the power to tax to the arbitra- 
tors in violation of the constitu- 
tion. 


—The refusal of Dearborn to 


participate in the proceedings 
does not deprive the arbitration 
panel of jurisdiction. 


Chief Justice Thomas G. 


Kavanagh and Justice Charles 
Levin, however, said they would 
find the law unconstitutional for 
future cases. They said it 
unlawfully delegates legislative 
power by letting the arbitration, 
chairman decide major political 
questions without being accoun- 
table for them. 


They emphasized, however, 


they would not find compulsary 
arbitration unconstitutional per 
se, as long as the arbitration 
official could be made responsi- 
ble to the people for his actions. 


Justice Mary Coleman found 


the entire law constitutional. 
Justice G. Mennen Williams 
agreed, 
although he, 
too, 


expressed doubts about the ac- 
countability of the arbitration 
chairman appointed by the 
MERC.

reporters June 6. Newsmen could find out, for example, that

In a bizarre episode, Sen. John Bowman, D-Hoseville, called a 


"news conference" to defend his billing taxpayers for about $6,300 
in office accoutrements and invited only newsmen he viewed as 
"nonhostile." 


That ploy backfired gigantically when a large chunk of the 


Capitol press corps tagged along Uninvited and peppered Bowman 
with questions about why taxpayers need a $2,000 carpet and a 
$1,700 couch for his office. 


"I've been around the Senate 20 years and never did anything 


that stupid," Bowman, 54, said of his "news conference" right 
after the dust settled a little bit. 


"I've got two tax bills out on the floor that could save millions 


of dollars but it's the little things that will kill you in politics, not 


the big things," said Bowman, whose run-in with the furniture 
contributed to his discouragement with his job. 


"I'm getting out. It's no fun any more. We get a lot of abuse. We 


get kicked around from pillar to post. It hasn't got quite the 
glamor anymore," said Bowman, who thinks he'll look for a job 
with the county or Congress someday. 


Sen. Joseph Mack, D-Ironwood, refuses to talk with reporters 


these days about almost everything since it was reported he 
refurbished his office at a cost of about $35,000. Ask the vtteran 
Upper Peninsula lawmaker, who is almost a legend in his own 
neck of the woods, for an opinion on public affairs and the likely 
reply is, "Go away!" 


Sen. Robert Davis, R-Gaylord, spent about $17,000 on deep 


carpeting, expensive grass wallpaper a bathroom and other fix- 
tures for his Capitol basement office. Rankled by criticism, Davis 
prepared a'framed document for his wall, detailing in black and 
white, "The following items were acquired at the personal ex- 
pense of Sen. Robert Davis."

Q. — I am starting to do some 


wood finishing, partly to restore 
a few pieces of furniture and 
partly as a hobby. One of Ihe 
aspects of finishing that I 
haven'I quite gotten the hang of 
is filling the pores of wood. Can 
you tell me something general 
about it and, specifically, what's 
the difference between a liquid 
and pasle wixxl filler? 


A.—The purpose of a filler is, 


•as you have said, to fill the pores 
of wood, but many woods have 
such close-grained surfaces that 
no filler is necessary. When you 
have an open-grained wood, 
such as oak or walnut, you have 
a choice of whether to fill or not 
to fill the pores. Thai's because 
some 
persons 
want 
an 


especially smooth surface and 


others prefer the textured ap- 
pearance of an open-grained 
wood as it is. Generally, a paste 
filler is used. If however, you 
•have a wixxl which has a fairly 
close grain, such as maple and 
birch, you may still want to fill 
the pores, in which case a liquid 
filler will do the job. There are a 
number of liquid filJers on the 
market. Some persons find 
shellac satisfactory for this 
purpose. Remember that filler 
can be applied only lo raw wood, 
not to a surface which already 
has 
varnish, 
lacquer 
or 


anything similar on it. However; 
it can be applied over stain that 
has thoroughly dried. The key to 
applying a filler is to put it on, 
wait 10 or 15 minutes until it 
starts to lakeon a dull ap- 
pearance, then wipe off the ex- 
cess with a clean, lintless cloth.

Tainted Feed Bill 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 


bill requiring immediate no- 
tification of officials when 
tainted commercial feed is 
recalled has been signed by 
Gov. William Milliken. 


The bill, which also mandates 


licensing of feed manufac- 
turers, was prompted by the 
accidental contamination of 
farm feed by polybrominated 
biphenyl (PBB) that forced the 
slaughter of thousands of head 
of Michigan livestock. 


The 
bill 
requires 
each 


manufacturer or dlstrubutor, to 
obtain a state license and 
creates an inspection fee system 
based on the tonnage of feed 
sold. 


It also requires that the state 


agriculture director be notified 
Immediately of any feed being 
recalled that may be of potential 
danger to animals or cause 


illegal residues in human food. 


It requires that the date of 


manufacture of lots, or coding 
of such a date, be placed on the 
feed container. It also gives the 
agriculture director power to 
promulgate rules and regula- 
tions and to revoke, suspend or 
refuse to license an applicant. 
Those turned down would then 
have a right to a hearing. 


The act "will go a long way 


toward preventing incidents 
such as the PBB contamination 
problem which has affected so 
many 
of 
our 
Michigan 


fanners," Milliken said.

Michigan must pass a law let- 
ting police reinspect vehicles 
found to be unsafe or face the 
loss of $23 million in federal 
funds, Gov. William Milliken 
said Friday. . 


Milliken urged the legislature 


to act quickly on a bill now in 
the Senate to provide followup 
inspections. State law now 
makes it a misdemeanor to 
drive an unsafe vehicle but does 
not require the repair of au-

Toughening of standards is 


required as part of a vehicle 
inspection drive being pushed 
by the Department of Trans- 
portation. The federal govern- 
ment favors mandatory inspec- 
tion of every auto, on an annual 
or semi-annual basis, which 
now is required in 40 states. The 
federal government, however, 
will look at alternative plans.

Michigan 18 months to develop a 
new checklane inspection sys- 
tem to meet federal standards.

CHARLTON HESTON ON 
ANDREW JACKSON: 


Having played three Presidants (Andrew Jackson, 


Thomas Jefferson and FDR), Charlton Heston is prob- 
ably the entertainment industry's leading authority on 
the art of portraying our country's glorious men. In "The 
President's Lady," he had the role of Andrew Jackson. 
W 


hen I got the part of Andrew Jackson. I 
didn't know any more about him than any- 
one else. But in the six weeks 1 had to pre- 


pare, i digested six books and visited The Hermitage 
(his Tennessee home)—all of which confirmed what 
I had suspected: that Jackson was one of our might- 
iest .Americans. (1 also learned, by the way. that he 
was like me in having been over six feet and consider- 
ing himself a good horseman. I 


"Jackson had the unique characteristics of a great 


man who was unusually gifted and enormously moti- 
vated. A man with a compulsion to achieve, he was 
perhaps our only President who was successful as a 
congressman, a judge and a general before being 
elected. He was the first to gain support from the ordi- 
nary citizen, although he himself was an extraordinan 
man. We are described as living in the century of the 
common man; but in Jackson's time, as in all of his- 
tory, it was the uncommon man who did she work. 
Jackson was the most uncommon American ever." 


Heston also learned that Jackson was extremely 


impatient and very bad-tempered. "He did not suffer 
fools gladly. In fact, he did not suffer them at all. 
What set him apart was his courage, a quality thai 
seems to be lacking in our present-day leaders. 


"If Jackson were with us now. he'd be distressed by 


our lack of a sense of national purpose, because he 
was enormously sanguine about his country. And it's 
difficult to be sanguine about this country at the 
moment." Heston quickly adds: "Don't take thai nega- 
tively. I'm terribly fortunate to be an American. I'm 
blessed to have been born in one of the very few coun- 
tries that is run with the consent of the people who 
participate in the government." 
He 
paraphrases 


Churchill: "We are a democratic country, and democ- 
racy is the worst system of government in the world— 
except for all the others." 


Was being the nation's seventh President an asset or 


a liability to the man in the White House? "The most 
negative part was the lack of precedent. The positive 
aspect was that he could create precedents and didn'i 
have to abide by tradition anil be bound by conven- 
tion." What Heston remembers best about "The Presi- 
dent s Lady" was "being inaugurated President of the 
United States. It sticks in your memory—even 15 
years later. 


"1 still regret that reading about him. learning about 


him and portraying him did not make me the great 
man that Jackson was. I identified with him -as closeh 
as 1 could. That gave me a feeling of total inadequacy. 
But it also resulted in a lasting sense of pride that 
America could produceaman of Jackson's dimensions. 


J am so glad he was not horn in France or England!1'

DON AMECHE ON 
ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL: 


The name of Don Ameohe was once synonymous with 


the telephone because of his movie portrayal of its in- 
ventor, Alexander Graham Bell. That was 36 years ago. 
Ameche vividly remembers one of Bell's daughters being 
on the set from the first to the final shot: "She was the 
technical adviser and insisted on authenticity." 
O 


ur country was founded by the rebels of 
Europe and the outcasts of the world. The 
matings of these early, strong, persecuted 


people produced a unique talent and vitality that re- 
sulted in the kind of Yankee ingenuity that invented 
the telephone. Inbreeding does not create genius (as 
shown by the hierarchy of Spain and the intermar- 
riages causing hemophilia throughout the royal houses 
of Europe). America experienced the exact reverse. 
Instead of inbreeding, our strong peasant stock de- 
veloped into physical giants able to withstand greater 
stress and strain than their European counterparts. 
With the brawn came the brains, born of the will to 
survive under the most adverse conditions and hard- 
ships." 


Why did America turn out so many inventive Goli- 


aths? Ameche says: "I'm a religious man, so I'll give a 
religious answer. I believe that throughout the ages

"Bell and I were opposites. I'm completely lacking 


in creativity and I've none of Bell's tenacity and intui- 
livcncss. I try to excel at my work, but minc'doesn't 
demand the infinite patience or perseverance his did. 


"That's why if Bell were alive now. I don't think 


he'd like America one bit. Apart from his imagination 
and ingenuity, he was very industrious. He'd be frus- 
trated by our modern way of taking the easy and lazy 
way out. He was astonishing. I doubt if any man today 
would endure all the trials and tribulations that he did 
to get his patents established. Also, his mental growth 
would be stunted, and he'd become intellectually and 
creatively suffocated by the reams of red tape he'd 
have to wade through. 


"But in spite otthe red tape, the opportunity avail- 


able to everyone is as vast now as it was then. Anyone 
can step on the bottom rung of the ladder and climb 
up. The tremendous challenge of America is still here. 
Look what happened on the moon. Our facilities for 
research and self-improvement are limitless. America 
is still the land of golden opportunity.

turned from Europe and felt like kissing the ground. 
I always suggest that complainers should see how 
others live. Look at me. My father, born in Northern 
Italy, was an immigrant who never went beyond third 
grade.

One generation later 1 was privileged to achieve some 
kind of recognition in my chosen vocation. I couldn't 
have done it as easily—or possibly at all—elsewhere. 
I'm proud of being an American." 


GINGER ROGERS ON 
DOLLEY MADISON: 


Ginger Rogers portrayed Dolley Madison, wife of the 


fourth President of the United States, in the 1946 movie 
"Magnificent Doll." Ginger says her American heritage 
and our country's founding principles are the greatest 
gifts that could have been bestowed upon her. "When- 
ever I see the Stars and Stripes," she says, "I salute it; 
and I never fail to feel pride at hearing The Star- 
Spangled Banner' and knowing it's my anthem." 
"Tn this day and age of mass communication, we are

still learning what Dolley Madison already knew

in 1810. She communicated marvelously, without 


the help of press, radio or TV. She introduced the art 
of bringing people together to Washington. Her table 
was the forerunner of the United Nations, because 
those sitting at it were meeting under a blanket that 


was as educational and social as it was political. She 
was a superb hostess then, and would be an even 
greater one now. Invitations to her parties, groups and 
gatherings—which became a tradition and from which 
our own cocktail parties probably evolved—were 
highly sought after. 


"Her functions were carefully planned. We'd de- 


scribe them as 'cocktail parties,' but they were any thin g 
but that. A cocktail party is. for a group of people 
indulging in small talk and trivia. Her conversation 
was anything but inconsequential. She would not have 
had the privilege of marrying James Madison, one of 
the most important men of his time, had she been an 
empty-headed creature with nothing to say. James 
Madison was an enormous human being, small in phy- 
sique but towering over everyone in mental stature. 


"The sad tiling is that Dolley s great talent for 


communicating was not fully appreciated. Although 
everyone relished it, they didn't realize the far-reach- 
ing importance of what she was instituting. Another 
magnificent contribution she made to the Capital 
and trie country was beautification. She was an inno- 
vator, with an in-born and in-bred sense for creating 
beauty and nurturing it." 


Ginger Rogers boned up on Dolley by reading and 


by studying paintings of her in Washington. She 
found her to be a fascinating person, with whom she 
shares a love of ice cream (Dolley popularized it by al-

With her 
sense of good taste, she'd be 
rather startled by some of the 
clothes we wear. She'd be 
amazed that we have not really 
learned from the wise and guid- 
ing words bequeathed to us by 
our forefathers. She'd be sorry 
we gave more time to being 
mechanical pioneers than to 
rising to the mental grandeur of 
which she thought us capable. 
She'd think we were dragging 
our feet. 


"But we're a great nation be- 


cause every citizen is different 
from everyone else. We're not 
like sheep. We're individuals 
all wanting to do our own thing. 
The greatest boon is that all 
our different races and reli- 
gions, colors and creeds blend 
together, and the result is a 
magnificent garden." 


RAYMOND MASSEY ON

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CLIFF ROBERTSON ON 
JOHN F. KENNEDY: 


Cliff Robertson met John F, 


Kennedy after the President him- 
self had selected Robertson from- 
innumerable candidates to play 
JFK in the movie "PT 109." It 
was April, 1963, and Robertson 
had been summoned to Wash- 
ington. Having many hours to 
spare, Robertson whiled away 
his time at the National Museum. 
Here's how Robertson remem- 
bers that day: 
I 


was probably the first visitor 


at the National Museum to 
look at even' picture there 


without seeing them. My eyes 
were focused on the walls, but 
my mind was full of what lay 
ahead of me." At the White 
House, press secretary Pierre 
Salinger greeted the actor, then 
took him into an empty room. 
Robertson assumed it was the 
first of a series of rooms in 
which he'd meet a series of 
people, before being officially 
presented to JFK. But he was 
wrong. No sooner had he sat 
down, than the President made 
his inconspicuous entrance. 


JFK did indeed introduce 


Cliff to an impressive group. 
When the formalities 
were 


over, Cliff made motions to 
leave. "But instead of letting 
me go. Kennedy said, 'Now let's 
talk." We went into his private 
office, and the two of us sat 
down—him 
in his rocking 


chair, arms folded. I was 
perched three inches from the 
edge of the sofa, (you don't sit 
back and relax in the presence 
of the President of the United 
States. At least I don't.)'' The 
two spoke on a personal basis. 
They found they both shared a 
' love of the sea and covered 
everything from movies to the 
weather and 
their favorite 


foods. "We spoke about our 
daughters," Robertson recalls. 
'"My Stephanie was four, a year 
younger than Caroline, and we 
discovered both girls adored 
horses. JFK 
worshiped his 


children.

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"After 40 minutes, I was the one to 


terminate the talk. I felt I'd taken 
enough of his precious time. Then, as 
another example of his warmth and 
consideration, he did something he 
knew I wanted most of all. He asked. 
'Would you mind if we had our picture 
taken together?'

The three conditions under which 


JFK permitted "PT 109" to be filmed 
were: historical accuracy: all proceeds 
from the movie to go to survivors of 
the boat or their kin: he could choose 
his movie counterpart. When JFK 
picked Robertson, the actor's delight 
was somewhat tempered by his realiza- 
tion that the screenplay didn't really 
delve into the character of the man. "It 
just centered on an incident in World.

War It, making it another war movie. 
We had the chance to plumb deeply 
into the personality of the man. It was 
the only time a movie was made of a 
living President, and it might never 
happen again. I was honored by his 
choosing me—but I was not enraptured 
by the role. 


"I immediately started reading what- 


ever I could put my hands on about 
JFK. I spoke to those who knew him. 
I learned he did not want me to do an 
'imitation' of him or affect a Boston 
accent. (He told me later. 'Any night- 
club comic can impersonate me. but 
that's a surface impersonation. 1 was 
more concerned about your getting into 
the inside of the role.")" 


Robertson was overwhelmed and 


fascinated by JFK. " He was stimulat- 
ing, with a quick curiosity and a pas- 
sionate interest in everything. Had he 
not been a politician, I think he could 
have been a great writer. He was a 
raconteur and an astonishing listener. 
None of his three successors had his 
ability or his wit. We've had humorless 
clods." 


After that April. 1963. meeting, JFK 


and Cliff Robertson corresponded and 
became good friends. They planned to 
meet again on the West Coast. They 
never did. Their meeting was set for 
December. 1963..

James Whitmore, who has played Will 


Rogers and is currently portraying Presi- 
dent Truman in "Give 'Fm Hell, Harry!", 
was asked how both .nese great men 
would react were they around today. 
Here's what he said: 
S 


ince our present-day problems are 
not that much different from those 
of his generation, I think Will 


Rogers would feel we meddled too 
much. He said the thing we do worst 
in this country is rnind other folks' 
business. Truman never got involved 
with that, but he believed in self-deter- 
mination, that people should be allowed 
to decide for themselves. He formu- 
lated the Truman Doctrine, designed 
to allow countries to have freedom of 
choice. They both had a hatred of dis- 
honesty and a great regard for honesty, 
which they felt was the only salvation 
of the human race.'' 


AV'hitmore met Margaret Truman 


Daniel and also Will Rogers, Jr., before 
he did his portrayals, as a test of accu- 
racy and authenticity. "Only after 1 had 
the scripts completely memorized did 
I turn to mimicking the actions and 
intonations. The memorizing took a 
month ol solid work."

• "The good Lord may have made the 
world in six days—but that must have 
been before labor unions."

A Short Guide to TV Diseases 


Some diseases seem to flourish 
more commonly on "Marcus Welby" 
and "Medical Center" than in real 
life. They are the so-called eponymic 
diseases—diseases named after a 
person (usually the doctor who dis- 
covered the disease or else a famous 
victim). Here is a guide to some of 
the more unusual eponymic dis- 
eases. Munchausen's Syndrome- 
malingering to get medical attention, 
even operations; people who are 
expert in mimicking conditions will 
repeatedly seek such attention. 
Huntington's chorea—a chronic 
nerve condition with unintentional, 
compulsive jerking movements; also 
known as Saint Vitus's dance. Lou 
Gehrig's disease—amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis: muscular wasting 
and atrophy: a fatal disease. 
Addison's disease—also called 
President Kennedy's disease; inade- 
quate function of the adrenal glands, 
now treated by cortisone-like drugs. 


Meniere's disease—dizziness, ring- 
ing of the ears, unsteadiness due to 
disease of the inner ear. Gilles de 
Tourette's.disease—a mental con- 
dition in which the patient continues 
to repeat the words told him and 
explosively uses foul language. 
Raynaud's disease—circulatory 
inhibition of fingers and toes and 
occasionally of ears and nose. Potfs 
disease—tuberculosis of the spine, 
with stiffening and pain on move- 
ment and eventually paralysis. 
Paget's disease—a deforming bone 
disease. Korsakoff's disease—a 
psychosis due to alcoholism. 
Sjogren's Syndrome—a relatively 
newly described disease in which 
women cannot shed tears due to 
drying up of tear ducts. Salivary 
glands and other functions are also 
affected.—By Erwin Di Cyan, Ph.D.
